Labor Statistician Says There WHI 
Be Little Idleness This W inter. 
Washington, 
Sept. 
ll.—John 
B. 
Densmore. director of the labor em­ 
ployment service, states there will be 
jobs for all this winter. 
Baaing his 
Statements on reports of 320 
field 
agents. Densmore said 
the coming 
winter ‘“will be one of the beet in 
years as regards opportunities for 
employment, with the exception of 
the war years, when there was an 
absolutely general shortage of labor.” 
Denamore's statem ent was made in 
face of reports to the federal reserve 
board that unemployment was ‘ par­ 
ticularly severe” in the Cleveland 
district, where 12.000 Akron workers 
were out of jobs and that in the 
Maine canning district 
15.000 were 
unemployed. 
Reports to the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor, according to Secretary 
Frank Morrison, show unemployment 
in the garm ent and textile tirade and 
in

sections of the building 
trades. 
Densmore’s reports show that fa«v 
tories which shut down during the 
summer, throwing many thousands 
out of work, were gradually resuming 
operation.

Raisins may be substituted 
for nuts.

Bread—Two cups sour 
milk, ' three-quarters

lasses. 
Mix meal, flour, soda and salt.

To Prepare by Retained Heat 
Method— Place mold containing the 
brown bread in a larger receptacle 
with a little hot 
water.

Bake by direct heat for 
twenty or twenty-five minutes, then 
extinguish flame, close damper and 
leave in the oven three hours or 
longer.
